Plans of the Crown Farm Imple- 
ment company, 333 N. Michigan Blvd., 
to establish a sales office in Antioch 
were revealed this week by E. J, 
Novak, president of the corporation. 

Novak said that the office would 
be moved here as soon as proper 
quarters could be obtained. The 
main reason for the move is to keep 
in closer contact with the manufac- 
turing plant which is located in Tre- 
vor, Wis. 

The company also is seeking hous- 
ing for stocks of parts and completed 
machines in order to clear the plant 
of this space using item. Novak 
hopes to secure 5000 or more feet of 
floor space in or near Antioch for this 
purpose. He said that the company 
would probably build eventually but 
that shortages of manpower and build- 
ing materials would make other ar- 
rangements necessary for the im- 
mediate future. 

The Crown Farm Implement cor- 
poration is engaged in the manufac- 
ture and sale of newly developed agri- 
cutural machinery. The items now be- 
ing manufactured include a "push- 
button" automatic dairy barn cleaner 
and a device for throwing ensilage 
down from the top of a silo without 
the necessity of someone climbing up 
into the silo. Both these machines 
were conceived by C. N. Cordis, owner 
of Crown Stock Farms, Silver Lake, 
Wis., and have been brought to a high 
degree of perfection by engineers at 
the Trevor plant. 

Capacity of the. plant at present is 
fifteen machines * weekly , but plans 
for an expansion program will raise 
production to about twenty-five per 
week in the near future. 

Ernie J. Beck, formerly chief tool 
engineer at Geo. Gorton Machine 
company, Racine, and associated with 
Karpen Bros., in the research and de- 
velopment division for more than 
nineteen years, is superintendent at 
the plant in Trevor. He came to the 
Crown corporation directly from the 
Army procurement division where he 
was in charge of gauge procurement. 
He also served for a time as chief 
security guard at the Holm Mfg. com- 
pany, Kenosha.

Former servicemen and women ap- 
plicants have top priority for the 
many civil service jobs now open at 
the Veterans Administration hospital 
in nearby Downey, 

• Army or Navy sen-ice offers a valu- 
able wedge to enter federal employ- 
ment. Congress has granted honor- 
ably-discharged personnel certain 
preference points in appointment. 

Most dischargees in applying for 
Civil Service positions receive a pref- 
erence of 5 points. However, those 
awarded compensation for a service- 
connected disability get 10 points. 

Non-veterans too are needed at the 
Downey hospital. Preferences for 
veterans by no means shut out jobs 
to otherwise qualified men and women 
applicants. 

Positions now open include clerk- 
typist ($1*704 per year); hospital at- 
tendants ($1572), and mess attend- 
ants ($1440). The above salaries are 
for a basic 40-hour week. Overtime 
adds several hundreds dollars to each 
figure.

Walgreen Agency drug store, Main 
street, Antioch. The new system is 
composed of 126 eght foot tubes of 
the new Zeon Cold cathode variety. 
The[ lights arc installed in modern- 
istic fixtures near the ceiling of the 
building <and extend the full length 
of the store. Two bands of live tubes 
have been installed. 

A total of 5800 watts and a voltage 
of 105,000 is consumed in the opera- 
tion of the lighting system. 

A recent survey by the Electrical 
Manufacturers association shows that 
drug stores are the largest users of 
this type of lighting and that more 
than five percent of the nation's 58,- 
000 drug stores have installed fluores- 
cent lighting. An additional 64 per* 
cent use fluorescent lighting in com- 
bination with the older incandescent 
fixtures.

Here's the sort of thing many of them are up 
against. Multiply it 'by scores or companies, little and 
big, and one of the reasons will be plain why tens of 
thousands who want new houses can't get them. 
The Run-Around 

A Los Angeles factory wanted to make door 
knobs and locks. It tried for nearly five months to get 
a iigure out of OPA price fixers that would let it go 
ahead. And then all it got was "No," 

Here's the time card. It tells the story;. 

May 20, 1945: Asked local OPA what to do about 
prices; May 21: Visited local OPA, got forms and In- 
structions; June 12: Mailed forms and exhibits to Wash- 
ington; July 9: Asked local OPA if there had been ac- 
tion, 

July 11: Washington OPA wired: "Unable to de- 
termine jurisdiction;" July 31: Washington OPA asked 
for photos; August 21: Photos and samples sent to Wash- 
ington; Sept, 3: Wired Washington OPA: "Production 
stopped, workers laid off."

Tomato Experiment Fails 

Tomato plants, as every tomato grower knows, 
are easy prey for a little worm called the nematode, 
which attacks roots and produces root-knot disease. The 
Jimson weed, on the other hand, which grows wild, 
smells bad, and manufactures poisons, sends the nema- 
todes scurrying away holding their noses, reports Path- 
finder Magazine. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture, which also 
grows wild occasionally had an inspiration: Graft a 
tomato plant on a Jimson weed root, > grow tomatoes 
which would be nematode-proof. They tried it. The toma- 
toes have now grown up strong and healthy; filled with 
Jimson weed poison, no worm will go near them. 

There's only one thing wrong with these toma- 
toes: They're poisonous to human beings. "Even rabbits 
that stole tomatoes in the experimental plots," USDA 
admitted last week, "got groggy and kept running Into 
things."

There's an elevator operator in downtown Wash- 
ington building who "reveals" frequently and not with- 
out pride that he once worked for President Truman- 
back In the old days when Truman was running a haber- 
dashery in Kansas City, Mo., says Pathfinder Magazine.

CHICAGO. - In o cell at police 
headquarters, Wnlter Rich, 38, of 
10045 Michigan avenue, recently 
sadly contemplated the trick of fate 
that exposed him as a fugitive con- 
vict 13 years after he escaped from 
a prison honor camp at Sandusky, 
Ohio.

Then Sgt. Tim 
O'Connell received a letter Inform- 
ing him that Rich was a convict. 
Rich waived extradition and will be 
taken back to- the prison camp, His 
. wife said she would move there and

LONDON. — A Reuters dis- 
patch from Karachi, India, said 
recently 4,000 persons were be- 
lieved to have been killed and 40,- 
000 made homeless by the tidal 
wave which struck the coastal 
belt in the Karachi-Bombay area. 

Relief workers returned from 
the scene said the tidal wave 
washed away seven villages.

Jap Scientists 

Made Death Ray 

Nightmare Weapon Drove 
One Expert Insane. 



TOKYO. — A ray with which the 
Japs hoped to bring down Ameri- 
can B-29 bombers can be made 
fatal, and already has driven f>ne 
scientist insane, Dr. ili<k>t3U; s *u 
Yagi, chief of the Jap board of st-eh- 
nology, said. 

The scientist said he felt fever- 
ish heat in his legs and mouth while 
testing the ray. which was devel- 
oped at the Shibaura company plant 
in Tokyo. Genera! Electric com- 
pany and Radio Corp. of America 
own 50 per cent of the stock of the 
Jap firm, Yagi added. 

The ray actually is a transmitter 
which gives off waves on the prin- 
ciple of the diathermy machine, Yagi 
explained. As the waves are ab- 
sorbed by the fat and hone of the 
human body, a heat is created 
which destroys the tissue. 

Yagi said waves beamed in the 
highest frequencies set up an oscil- 
lation extremely destructive to the 
brain tissue, while waves of lower 
frequency destroy chest tissue. 

The transmitter halts the action 
of engines, he said. Waves several 
meters in length applied to n mm; 
neto give added current, causing a 
continuous spark instead of the inter- 
mittent explosions needed to keep 
the engine humming. 

The Japs hoped to develop a trans- 
mitter powerful enough to stop 
American pianos and knock them 
from the sky. 

But this nightmare of disinteura- 
tion can never compete with the 
atomic bomb or even a 75-mm. how- 
itzer. The flaw is in the fact that 
a metal plate will shield either an 
engine or a human. The wave dissi- 
pates itself in lite shield. 



Work Is Resumed on 

Big Telescope Mirror 

PASADEN'A, CALIF.— Work went 
forward on the 200-inch Mount Piil- 
omar telescope mirror — the world's 
largest — which had not been touched 
since 1942. 

The SG.G00.000 telescope will be 
completed and installed in Patomar 
Observatory in San Diego county 
within 18 months, Dr. John A. An- 
nerson, supervisor of the project 
since 1928, said. 

Since work on the huge reflector 
was started in 1930, some 4 la tons 
of glass have been removed in 
grinuing its face into a concave 
form. It now weighs 19 tons. 

Dr. Anderson said the work re- 
sumed at the California Institute of 
Technology optical shop would con- 
tinue changing the face to a form 
that will virtually assure "vision" 
in galaxies more than one billion 
light years away, more than twice 
the range of any instrument now in 
use.
